His duties, said one of the firm 
yesterday. weresimply and only those of a steno- 
grapber. He arrived early and left the office 
late. He was quiet and Mr. 
Lord never observed anything extravagant in his 
conduct or mode of living. He received a large sal- 
ary for a stenographer, but the members of the firm 


were unaware that he lived on a scale of magnift- 
cence. It was admitted yesterday that Scovil had 
gained access to Mr. Day's private securities, which 
were kept ina private safe, to which so far as 
known he had no key. He abstracted from the 
safe a large number of valuable securities, the per- 
sonal p of Mr. Day alone. Mr. Day's losses, 
however, will be very small, amounting at the

No bad news reaches us yet from Paris. The 
city is, in fact, healthier than it usually is at this 
season of the year. No alarm has sprung up there, 
and about the only evidence of the plague continues 
to be the absence of the usual crowds of travelers. 
Paris is surely taking a great dullness, 

From Spezia I hear no further unfavor- 
able news, though there remains littie 
doubt that cholera has appeared 
there, Spezia, however, shares with most other 
Italian towns this year the advantage of having «a 
smaller death rate than in some former years, and 
even Naples, hot though it has been, has shown 
some improvement. Many of the isolated cases re- 
ported in this region as cholera are proved on more 
careful exarfination and better knowledge to be 
only aggravated cases of diarrhea. In both diseases 
the initial aymptoms are the same. Most’ cholera 
cases can be cured by a large dose of opium or lend- 
annum, provided they are taken in hand early 
enough. The trouble always is that owing to the 
swiftness oof the disease, when it is 
once well started, little hope of recovery 
remains and it gets well startea in a fearfully short 
space of time. Delays, are therefore, fataliy dan- 
gerous. It is difficult to establish a rule of treat- 
ment, as different patients are treated differently, 
and variations of the disedse are at times varied 
and Sometimes the second stage of the dis- 
ease, otherwise known asthe cold spell, comes 
with great rapidity and even if arrested it comes 
again and again until the patient is burned out in 
the alternations. But in this stage much depends 
upon the temperament of the patient. Courage and 
hope are of great importance to him. if he can be 

‘KEPT FROM YIELDING TO DESPAIR, 
the chances in his fa vor are trebled. Just as he may 
control the disease more easily from dread of it he 
may die of it the more easily from fear. A fearful 
heart makes a faint stomach. Consequently any- 
thing that tends to interfere with assimilation is the 
worst thing possible for the patient. Of the total 
number of deaths from cholera in France this year 
probably the great majority died within nine hours 
after they were seized with their illness. Some have 
not died until after having been sick a week or more, 
but the majority of the cases were settled one way 
or the other within ten hours. At the start there is 


a diarrhea and vomiting’ This usually lasts bat a 


short time, then follows the cramps and icy chills, 
and this stage has commonly been reached by 
the time the patient has arrived at the hospital. If 
the circulation can be restored and kept up by the 
use of from ten to fifteen grammes of acetate of am- 
monia, the same quantity of alcohol and by violent 
rubbing there issome chance of recovery, theugh 
the chan is slight. But ff circulation cannot be 
kept up, death is certain. In the last stages some 
patients are delirious while others enter into a com- 
atose condition, but the whole latter part of the dis- 
ease is generally a frightful thing to behold. It is 
simply hejlish torture. Up to the present time there 
have deen in France about 2,300 deaths from 
cholera. From this your readers will probably see 
that the details published from day to day—at any 
rate it is true of the newspapers on this side the 
ocean—have been under-estimates. Cases which oo- 
cur in the neighboring villages and at points further 
away are liable to be reported late, and thus escape 
being included in the daily bulletin.]

In September of that 
year Congre met in special session, sus- 
pended the distribution, provided for an 
laue of Treasury notes to pay govern- 
ment expenses, and converted the alleged 
cali loans tothe States into permanent gifts, by 
situply providing that payment should be de- 
manded by Congress instead of the Secretary of 
the Treasury. Although nine of those States 
went into the rebellion of 1361, no Congress has 
ever Called on them for the money, and now 
Mr. BLA proposes to give them a Wwhack“ 
ata prorata distribution of Federal revenue 
amounting to $100,000,000 a year in perpe- 
tuity.

THE SNAIL TRADE IN NEW TORK. 


Good Steady Demand for Products of 
the Jer Snail Farmer's Labor. 
From the New Tir Sun. 

“How is the snail trade?’ a Sun reporter 
asked a Washington Market fish dealer. 

“As might be expected, the snail trade is al- 
ways a little ‘slow,’ but the demand, such as it 
is, is steady,” the dealer replied. Then he 
opened a peculiarly-shaped box with a number 
of shelves inside, in which there were thousands 
of snails crawling about. These“ he said, 
“come from Jersey. They grow fat in their 
confinement, too.’ 

„Are they used in many restaurants!” 

‘‘You'd be astonished to know the number. 
There are haif a dozen snail farmers in Jersey 
who do nothing elss bnt rear and fatten them. 
and we can sell every one that comes to the 
market. Their use was introduced here by 
foreigners, but now they are eaten by most 
epicures, and their virture as a cure for 
consumption has been highly spoken ok. 
They have a delicious flavor when properly 
cooked.” ; 

‘Are they cooked in down-town restau- 
rants?” 

They are, in several. J supply over a dozen 
restaurants myself. They are chiefly in the vi- 
cinity of Wall street, the Produce and Cotton 
Exchanges.” 

Then the dealer began to discourse upon 
snails generally. The Kentish snail,” he said, 
‘‘so called because first noticed in that county 
in England, hasarosy, redlip and delicate 
blush, and is, perhaps, the finest and most deli- 
cate. Snails are regarded as first-class food by 
many epicures. The Dartmoor mutton is the 
most excellent in flavor in England, and few, 
probably, are aware that it is to the snail we 
are indebted for its rich flavor. Borlase in his 
Natural History of Cornwall, says that the 
sweetest mutton is reckoned to be that of the 
sinallest sheep, which feed on the commons and 
eat many snails. Snails were a very common 
dish with the Romans, who fed thera up to an 
enormous size in their shell preserves, and they 
are still eaten in many | of the Continent
